THE HOM OF MAXIMILIAN 


Ono of the Gornoilus O'Dowd papora, 
writton by Charles Lover, in tho last num 
ber of Blackwood, containt n dosoription 
of tho rosidonco of tho ill-fated Archduke 
Maximilian, at tho timo whon, as Austrian 
Govornor-General, ho ruled the Lombardo 
Vonotian provinces of Italy 

“1 was a rough, gusty day of Ootober, 
with an ugly soa on in the upper part of tho 
Adriatio, that a party of Austrian naynl 
officers, on board one of the fishing oraft of 
tho gulf, sought shelter from the coming 
‘Bora.’ Thoy had in succession visited 
oreok after orcek, in hopo of finding spot 
sufficiontly land-locked to ride out tho gale ; 
but such is the yiolonco of this peculiar 
wind, ocaresring down through tho olefte of 
tho bare mountains and swooping upon the 
soa without let or hindranae, the men who 
have experienced the wildest hurricanes 
of the tropics pronounced a Trieste Bora 
as far and away beyond anything they have 
mot elsewhere. 

“On the ocoasion I have now to speak of, 
tho wind had given an unusual amount of 
warping, and tho party had in turn ontered, 
and left no lees than five of the small bays, 
when at last, just as the gale had burst out 
with all irs fury, the small fishing-veexol 
glided into a little narrow cloft, defonded to 
the north by a tall wall of rock, and within 
which the sea Jay still and waveless; while 
outside a tumbling mass of foam surged and 
boiled in all the fury of a tempest, Here 
tho party landed and lit a fire, and while 
some employed themselves in cooking, and 
others arranged their clothes to dry, one 
strolled carelessly along the shingle, and 
after an hour’s absence, came back to say 
that he had found a most picturesque spot 
to build a fishing hut, This was the origin 
of Miramar, and he who discovered the spot 
was the Archduke Maximilian,
